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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-3,5-8,16,21-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Liu et al 917'. Note page 6 in Liu et al, paragraph 54 which sets forth 
movement of the heater block assembly 120 relative to the substrate, to vary the 
distance between the two elements, as claimed. Note that use of gas is denoted and 
variation of the gap between the heater assembly and the substrate would inherently 
vary the gas flow , as claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and ' 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Liu et al 
917' in view of Rolfson et al. Though Liu et al mention conventional means of heater 
assembly movement, no mention is made of use of a screw to provide such movement. 
The patent to Rolfson et al is applied for teaching use of a screwed 38 to vary distance 
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between a heater and a substrate and in view of this teaching it would have been 
obvious to modify the Liu et al system with the same , since the screw is just one of 
many elements available to provide successful movement and is shown as conventional 
by the Rolfson et al patent. 

Claims 9-15,17-20 and 24-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Liu et al 917' in view of Peace 505'. In view of Peace showing use of 
valves to control multiple gas sources in a plasma processing system for heat control 
purposes as conventional, it would have been obvious to modify the Liu et al system to 
control, multiple gases via valve control to effect temperature modification of the wafer , 
since multiple valves would attain more precise temperature control and therefore 
benefit the claimed invention. Note that initial flow rates or pure gas flows are set froth in 
the Liu et al system. Use of the device for testing of Dut's as claimed , is an intended 
use not patentably limiting to the claimed invention. As per claim 24 note that Liu et al 
teach computer control of all machining variables, including temperature and gas flows.
